In 13 counties in the northeastern 


part of Arkansas the farmers, 
the 


merchants, the 
manufacturers—in 


fact the whole industrial population 
—depends upon one short railroad 
for transportation of outgoing com- 
modities, incoming supplies, 
and 


passenger traffic. 
For two years 


the road has been handicapped- by a. 
strike and during practically all of 
that time lawless people Imie been 
burning bridgeu, tearing up tracks, 
putting emery dust in engine bear- 
Ings, etc 
The courts and officers 


of the law seemed helpless in the 
face of the depredations. 
Not only 


was property of the railroad com- 
pany destroyed, but, what was worse, 
the products of the farmers were 
rendered practically valueless 
be- 


cause they could not depend upon 
transportation to market. 


After standing that nort of thing 


for two years, the citizens, mostly 
farmers, we are told, formed a com- 
mittee of 1,000 to run out of the 
state persons who were believed to 
be guilty of the destructive 
acts.

Tool* pf Glass. 


Babylonian authors of hieroglyphics 


certainly didn't use gold pen points. 
Did they use stippling tools of glass? 
hi the Interesting archeologlcal ques- 
tion put by a writer in The Glass Con- 
tainer (Jfew Tork), says the Literary 
Digest. We read: 


"It is more likely that tbe Egyptian 


scribes first used the glass stylus for 
tholr plctur^ writing on papyrus. Be 
that as it may, one of the latest novel- 
tie* in fountain pens has a glass point. 
The ink flows down exterior flutlngs in 
thfe glass. The nib is more durable 
than gold, and the Ink flows freely 
and evenly from It. New glass points 
can be Inserted In the Ink barrel just 
as s cork is put Into tbe bottle. 


"This pen Is novel in other respects. 


The outside body of the barrel is bam- 
boo, varnished. It is equipped with 
a «elf-filler, located In the middle of 
tbe barrel, which operates by pressure 
upon the rubber Ink bag inside. The 
cap has s small, bard rubber cellar at 
Us end and there is a hard rubber 
safety check band on the self-filling 
device. A safety clip on the cap pre- 
vents loss."
